It 
denotes a lack of culture which con- 
vinces the other that you suffer from 
inferiority and are using the air of brag- 
gadocia to cover up your true fears. 
Therefore, that approach is surely not 
to be recommended as substance for 
conversation when meeting people. 
The opposite of the above type is 
the “gushy” type who is impressed and 
cannot help but show it. The im- 
| portance of anything is the importance 
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to converse with intelligence. 

Being overwhelmed with people just 
because they are “names” throws one 
all off balance and ties the tongue in 
an amberrassing manner. Judge one's 
achievements according to your own 
scale of values. Treat them with the 
same respect and kindness you would 
show any other person. And above 
all, let us try to remember that they, 
too, are human and really not any dif- 
ferent than we. 

I am convinced that, a true sense of 
friendliness is practically all we need to 
assure poise. One senses your feeling 
and warmth and it puts him at ease. 

The question then arises, “What 
happens when one discovers that he 
does not especially like the person in 
question?” 

We have all, more or less, found 
ourselves in that situation. As we learn 
to know people better we also learn 
their faults and minor discrepancies. 
Sometimes the friendship is big enough 
to overlook them. In that case it 
goes on, quietly accepting what it does 
not like or approve because the better 
qualities outweigh the lessen But, in 
other cases where a sense of irritation 
or annoyance arises because of another’s 
faults it is best to let the acquaintance- 
ship go by the wayside, rather than to 
leave it to develop into something un- 
pleasant. We cannot all like the same 
people, for we all have separate natures 
which have a peculiar habit of having 
separate opinions. It seems only nat- 
ural that certain natures clash when 
it is considered that the said natures 
think in entirely different channels— 
perhaps do not even have a thought 
in common. And who can say that one 
is right or the other wrong? It is 
only human conjecture, after all, that 
says one is mistaken while the other 
remains infallible. We all certainly 
have the privilege of choosing our 
friends from among our acquaintances, 
and we are happier in the companion- 
ship of some than we are of others. 

Even though we be happier in the 
companionship of some than others, 
they may not always share our senti- 
ments and will sometimes drift away to 
a relationship which they find more in 
keeping with their own tastes. This 
is surely a privilege which we would 
not conscientiously deny them. 

The whole idea of friendship can be 
summed up in the few words written 
by one of the scribes, that “friendship 
is as rare as a precious jewel,” so we 
need never expect too much of it, ask 
too much of it or fret too much over 
it. One of the greatest and most pop- 
ular men in history once said, “I have 
found throughout my lifetime that I 
have maintained two friends—my wife 
and my mother.”

The 
other crew is working between 
Hopewell and Jackson. The third 
of the larger crews is now about 
50 miles north of Jackson near 
the terminus of the line. 

Operation of the new compress- 
or station near McComb is expect- 
ed to begin soon after March 1, 
according to Davis. The station 
will boost the flow of natural gas 
originating in south Louisiana 
through the new pipe lines. 

- Five 1600-horsepower com- 
pressors, weighing 80 tons each, 


are teing installed in the station. 
The foundation for each requires 
200 cubic yards of concrete. Spe- 
cial “low boy” flat-bed trailers 
were used to transport the com- 
pressors from railroag flat cars at 
the Tylertown unloading station. 


In addition to the nearly-com- 
pleted building that houses the 
compressors, construction is un- 
uerway on an office building, aux- 
iliary building and 13 residential 
dwellings for use of operating 
personnel.

After 
considerable discussion, it was finally 
agreed that a $50,000,000 appropriation 
at this time would be in order, and a 
Study Committee would be appointed 
by the Speaker of the House, and the 
Lieutenant Governor, to investigate the 
possibilities of another approach to the 
School problem in the State. It is be- 
lieved that this Committee can make 
an exhaustive study of the school situ- 
ation, and be in position to report at 
a later date. The Governor has indi- 
cated that he would call a special ses- 
gion to put into operation the program 
recommended by this Study Committee. 
With agreement reached on the School 
problem, it is evident that not much 
time will be wasted on the floor in 
arguing the merits pro and con of any 
school bill that is introduced. It is 
estimated that the agreed $50,000,000 
appropriation will give the school teach- 
ers of the State a small raise, and will 
also enable the building program to 
be instituted. 

Another problem which faces the 
Legislature and which it is believed 
will cause a great deal of discussion 
is the reappointment and the redist- 
ricting problem. It has become neces- 
sary for Mississippi to lose one Congres- 
sman due to the decrease in population 
throughout the state. It is the Legis- 
lature’s duty to redistrict the State 
into Congressional Districts to take care 
of the loss of one Congressman. ‘There 
is, of course, some opposition to each 
plan introduced so far. A great deal 
more time will have to be spent be- 
fore any plan can be formulated that 
will pass both Houses. Equally im- 
portant and just as controvesial is the 
reapportionment problem facing the 
State of Mississippi. . The major pop- 
ulation loss in the State has occurred 
in the Northeast section of the State, 
whereas the Southern part of the State 
has increased its population. With the 
increase in population, it is believed 
by many that the Southern part of the 
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viewiin mind to reducing the, personal 
tax’ bn automobiles, This- bill would 
grant an exemption. up to -$§00 for 
one automobile in each family, or truck 
thereby reducing somewhat the great tax 
load now placed upon the automobile 
or truck owner.

DURING SESSION 


Jackson—Gov. Hugh White paved the 
way for action on redistricting the state 
for congressmen at this session of the 
Legislature. 

The governor said at a press con- 
ference he was withdrawing a request 
he made to the lawmakers asking them 
to wait until a special session to con- 
sider the potenially explbsive problem. 

Mississippi lost one congressional set 
under the 1950 census and must abol- 
ish one of ‘its seven districts before 
June or all US Representatives will have 
to be elected from the state at large. 

The governor said he and education 
leaders in both houses had agreed on a 
special session sometime this summer 
to consider an equalization program, 
so he felt the legislature should go 
ahead with redistricting. 

There are a half-dozen plans for 
reshaping the state into six districts 
but none have as yet come out of 
committees.

STENNIS LEADER 
OF OPPOSITION TO 
ALASKA STATEHOOD 


Washington—Supporters of statehood 
for Alaska “do not want freedom, but 
more power on the floor of the US 
Senate,” says Senator Stennis (D- 
Miss.). 

Stennis was the keynoter for oppo- 
sition to a bill proposing statehood for 
the United States’ Northwest outpost. 
During the past two weeks only those 
favoring statehood have spoken up. 

The Mississippi Democrat took issue 
with those who had said statehood was 
necessary to give Alaskans the freedom 
they desire. 

“Its not a question of freedom,” he 
said. “The people of Alaska already 
have more rights than any other land 
in the Pacific area. The real prize is 
two seats on the floor of the US Sen- 
ate.” 

If it were a question 6f freedom, he 
added, advocates of statehood would 
be backing a bill to elect their own 
governor. Such a bill is “gathering 
dust” in the committee which approved 
the statehood proposal, Stennis said. . 

Alaska is “a federal project without 
the economy to support statehood,” he 
continued. 

The Senator said of the statehood bill 
passes “the people of th eUnited States 
have been taken for a ride and given 
up their own freedom.”

WHITE’S SCHOOL 
PROGRAM CITED 


MEA Says It Will Scrap 
Foundation Setup 


Jackson, Miss—The Mississippi Edu- 
cation Association said Gov. Hugh 
White had promised an educational 
program superior to the minimum 

{foundation and the mogfey to finance 
it. 

In view of the governor’s statement, 

the MEA signalled it would give way 
to the governors wishes for scrapping 
the minimum foundation program work- 
ed out by the Mississippi council on 
education to equalize educational op- 
portnuities for' Negro and white child- 
ren 
| Apparently to divert an impending 
' Legislature fight over the touchy sub- 
_ject of equalization White stepped in 
with the suggestion that a joint legis- 
‘lative committee including himself, Lt. 
Gov. Carroll Gartin and speaker Walt- 
er Sillers work out a plan. 

The governor said he would person- 
ally oversee the work and when the re- 
cess, committee has drawn up its pro- 
gram he would call the Legislature back 
to consider it. He said flatly he would 
support the committee’s program—which 
he will help formulate—and readjust 
the state’s tax structure to pay for it. 

A tax increase of some kind looms 
imminent since any program equal to 
or surpassing the council’s minimum 
foundation plan would require a large 
appropriation. 

Meanwhile the Legislature seems con- 
tent with the $50,000,000 compromise 
appropriation for common schools intro- 
duced this week at the governor’s re- 
quest. This sum, $10,000,000 greater 
than the 1950 appropriation, is not in- 
tended to implement a program of equa- 
lization but does not contain money that 
may be earmarked for salary raises for 
Negroes, whites or both.

1. He is supporting a stop-gap tem- 
porary appropriation of $50,000,000 
without use of the foundation plan. 

2. He has recommended that a legis- 
lative study committee be authorized 
to make an immediate study of the 
entire education setup.
